Russia can e t hold it very long when Tureky presses hoiaa tho attack. 

Pitsch now has the best gaiae with the best possibilities because, seeing Austria p 
vendetta, Italy aay give up to the Sultan — I'm sure Edi woun 1 1 give centers to Ver- 
helden or J hnson! If Turkey "builds A Smy t Fank Johnson has had it in the south. 
F aog-ion is textbook In this situation to keep all Turkish options open. I expect 
a massive anti-Russian move both north and south that may even crush him before 
Austria falls. Russia throwing his Italian ally to the dogs in S02 was a monumental 
blunder Which will seal his fate in 190>0*K 

Germany is too stable and set. With a growing France and a growing England 
Germany's long tern position could be- weak. It will depend on the English for they 
are the key. Vafcts is allying with Geranay and ignoring the French. Sooner or later 
the 3 way defacto western alliance must decide to stay together againsthe 10-12 
piece Turk growing inthe east or they mu3t break up in a stab quickly enough to still 
staV-e off the Turk. 

France will have a great deal of influence in the uest and the east. His 
build of F Mar, which is very likely, will seal tho Hed.
